two,  Henry  understands  that  the  Minyan  is 
just  one  of  the  many  extra  curricular  activities 
out  there  competing  for  your  time.  Therefore, 
if  we  package  the  Minyan  in  a  clever  way,  we 
might  be  better  able  to  sell  it. 

It  saddens  me  that  we  have  difficulty  get¬ 
ting  an  evening  Minyan.  It  saddens  me  that  it’s 
no  longer  enough  just  to  say:  “As  a  member  of 
our  community,  attending  Minyan  is  your 
responsibility.”  And  since  that  is  no  longer 
enough,  let  me  add  on  to  Henry’s  promotion¬ 
al  message  by  trying  another  selling  tech¬ 
nique:  You  are  needed,  just  as  one  day  you 
will  need  others.  Someday,  you,  too,  will  be  a 
mourner.  Someday,  you,  too,  will  have  to 
recite  Kaddish.  Wouldn’t  you  like  to  be 
assured  a  Minyan? 

Please,  one  evening  a  month,  make  it  a 
point  to  attend  the  afternoon  services.  If  all  of 
us  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  took  this  respon¬ 
sibility  upon  ourselves,  not  only  would  we  be 
guaranteed  a  Minyan  every  evening,  but  we 
would  also  be  living  as  a  community,  each  of 
us  responsible  one  for  another.

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The  Traditional  Choir  of  Jewish  Prayer 


I  hope  many  of  our  congregants  saw  the 
article  I  wrote  for  last  month’s  BULLETIN 
in  which  I  showed  the  roots  for  using 
musical  instruments  in  Jewish  worship  as  dat¬ 
ing  back,  both  to  the  Bible  and  the  service  of 
the  ancient  Temple  in  Jerusalem,  some  3000 
years  ago.  The  use  of  choirs  also  developed 
simultaneously  since  the  ancient  Levites  were 
required  to  master  their  singing  skills  as  well 
as  instrumental  performing  skills  prior  to 
using  these  for  offering  praise  to  God  in  the 
Temple  service. 

These  skills  enabled  the  Levites  to  wor¬ 
ship  God  on  the  highest  level.  Equally  impor¬ 
tant,  however,  was  the  exhilarating  responses 
they  elicited  from  the  entire  congregation  of 
the  Jewish  people  by  means  of  litanies,  such 
as  “ Ki  leolam  chasdo"  (God’s  grace  is  forev¬ 
er!),  uHalleluyah”  (Praise  God!),  “ Baruch 
k’vodAdonai  mim’komo ”  (Bless  God’s  heav¬ 
enly  glory!)  and  so  many  other  phrases 
through  which  everyone  joined  in  prayer  led 
by  the  choirs  of  the  Levites. 

The  development  of  choral  music  in 
Jewish  history  parallels  many  religious,  politi¬ 
cal  and  aesthetic  forces  at  different  times;  and 
the  course  rises  and  falls,  taking  many  differ¬ 
ent  directions  along  the  way.  Developments 

The  Gift  of  Music 

usic  will  fill  the  halls  of  the  Jewish 
Theological  Seminary  on  March  21  at 
a  celebration  marking  the  naming  of 
the  cantorial  school  which  will  come  to  be 
known  as  the  HL  Miller  Cantorial  School  and 
College  of  Jewish  Music.  The  name  reflects  the 
Seminary  community’s  gratitude  to  Chicago 
native  HL  Miller  for  a  five  million  dollar  gift. 

“After  a  great  deal  of  thought,  investiga¬ 
tion  and  consideration,”  wrote  Mr.  Miller,  “It  is 
my  decision  to  make  a  very  substantial  contri¬ 
bution  to  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary.  It 
has  always  been  my  intention  to  give  back  to 
society,  to  help  make  this  world  a  better 
place.” 

The  concert,  “Halleluyah:  A  Celebration 
of  Psalms,”  will  include  nine  prominent  can¬ 
tors  performing  their  favorite  psalms  and  the 
Seminary’s  cantorial  students  performing  the 
Chichester  Psalms,  set  to  music  by  Leonard 
Bernstein  for  performance  in  the  Chichester 
Cathedral  in  England.

in  cantorial  chanting  and  transfer  of  these 
sounds  to  various  musical  instruments  also 
transpired  through  the  same  forces  (especially 
in  the  Middle  Ages),  although  the  growth  of 
each  musical  form  frequently  happened  inde¬ 
pendent  of  each  other. 

The  greatest  surge  of  inspired  and  signif¬ 
icant  choral  music  for  Jewish  prayer  came,  of 
course,  with  the  growing  freedom  and  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  the  past  few  centuries.  The  sheer 
mass  of  great  music  in  the  19th  century  by 
Sulzer  in  Vienna,  Naumbourg  in  Paris, 
Lewandowski  in  Berlin,  Mombach  in  London, 
and  Nowakowsky  in  Odessa,  along  with 
dozens  of  other  lesser  known  composers, 
gave  new  vitality  to  synagogues.  While  this 
growth  reached  its  pinnacle  (and  sudden 
death  with  the  Holocaust)  by  the  1930’s,  our 
American  Jewish  community  took  over  with 
equally  great  vitality  from  the  1930’s  through 
the  1970’s,  with  the  creative  genius  of  Zavel 
Zilberts,  Max  Helfman,  Lazar  Weiner,  Charles 
Davidson  and  so  many,  many  more,  new 
giants  who  nurtured  the  American  synagogue 
and  enabled  it  to  reach  new  heights  of  reli¬ 
gious  choral  inspiration.  Meanwhile,  choral 
music  in  Israel,  while  primarily  “secular,”  also 
saw  significant  “religious”  music  produced  by 
Paul  Ben-Haim  and  Yehezekiel  Braun. 

In  addition  to  the  obvious  aesthetically- 
religious  enrichment  provided  by  all  this  won¬ 
derful  choral  “shul  music,”  it  seems  to  me  the 
most  important  element  is  the  freshness 
which  the  music  gave  to  our  ancient  prayers. 
The  sound  and  colors  of  choral  music  can 
enable  greater  possibilities  for  expressing  and 
elucidating  our  prayers  than  does  any  other 
medium.  This  does  not  mean,  however,  that  it 
is  the  only  path  of  significant  expression- 
especially  for  reaching  people  who  are  new 
to  the  synagogue,  who  can  only  be  brought  to 
the  traditional  riches  of  our  heritage  through 
the  media  of  a  world  with  which  they  can 
identify!  The  outpouring  of  musical  prayer 
from  the  congregation  is  a  priority,  and 
toward  that  goal  the  use  of  accessible  “popu¬ 
larization”  of  the  music,  while  judicious,  is 
essential.  We  saw  the  value  of  this  at  a  family 
service  in  the  Main  Sanctuary  in  February 
honoring  our  religious  school  principal  Varda 
Hubara,  at  which  time  our  synagogue  was 
filled  with  children  and  their  parents, 
involved  with  the  spirit  of  exhilarated  musical 
energy  and  happy  faces! 

It  seems  to  me  that  (1)  we  can  utilize 
some  of  the  discarded  litany-style  piyyutim 
(poetic  religious  hymns)-which  we  do  plan  to 


sing  at  future  High  Holydays  Services;  and 
that  (2)  more  music  needs  to  be  created  by 
people  who  understand  both  the  spirit  and 
history  of  Jewish  prayer  and  the  possibilities 
for  significant  congregational  expression, 
while  being  transcended  into  tradition  by  the 
spontaneous  interpretive  chant  of  the  Hazzan, 
and  guided  into  the  realm  of  traditional 
Jewish  prayer  aesthetics  by  the  musical  skills 
of  the  choir. 

The  story  of  musical  development  in 
prayer  is  fascinating,  indeed;  and  new  chap¬ 
ters  will  continue  to  be  written!

What  is  the  Home  Sharing  Program? 

The  Home  Sharing  Program  matches 
compatible  persons  in  shared  living  arrange¬ 
ments  in  dwellings  rented  or  owned  by  one  of 
the  participants.  The  program  seeks  to  match 
persons  whose  financial  or  social  well-being 
would  be  enhanced  by  a  shared  living  situa¬ 
tion.  Such  an  arrangement  can  promote  com¬ 
panionship,  relieve  isolation  or  provide  assis¬ 
tance  with  some  activities  of  daily  living. 

Who  is  Eligible? 

Applicants  for  the  Home  Sharing 
Program  must  be  independent,  medically  and 
mentally  stable  and  non-substance  abusive. 

Prospective  home  owners/renters-per- 
sons  60  years  of  age  and  over-who  own  or 
rent  apartments  or  homes  in  Manhattan, 
preferably  from  57th  to  96th  Street  on  the  East 
Side,  although  homes/apartments  in  other 
boroughs  will  be  considered,  who  wish  to 
share  part  of  their  dwellings  with  another/oth¬ 
er  compatible  person(s).  Must  be  willing  to 


make  reasonable  financial  and  social  arrange¬ 
ments  and  have  suitable  (separate  bedrooms) 
and  safe  space  to  accommodate  tenants. 

Prospective  homeseekers-persons  60  or 
over-  (unless  homeowner  has  requested  a 
younger  tenant  to  assist  with  daily  living  activ¬ 
ities  in  return  for  reduced  or  no  rent)  who 
wish  to  share  part  of  a  dwelling  unit  with  a 
compatible  elderly  homeowner/renter.
